The next adaptation was by Frederick Rey- 
nolds, in 1815,when, owing to its strong cast, the present Countesses 
of Essex and Harrington performing Hermia and Helena, and Lis- 
ton and Emery, Bottom and Quince, the omission of the inter- — 
lude of Pyramus and Thisbe, this adaptation was performed 
seventeen nights, and was (according to ‘* Reynolds’s Life and 
Times”) at least thought highly of by Miller, the bookseller, for 
he bought the copyright for £100.
